!• I oallod on He, Joyce at his office on 21 August and 
oaqulsiBod to him that on returning to llashington after two woales* 
absMoe I found that the paper on Albania which he had been 
expecting had encountered certain unforeseen delayi* I tuetbme 
ex^slalaed that it was ny desire to furnish the Oepartiae&t with an 
intelligenoe estimate or stqyplement to the last Rational Intelli- 
genee Ibtisiate carrying the full weight of sash an authoritative 
dootawnt as a basis for the further dovelopaeat of State Oopart- 
nent polioy on the eubjeot. He replied as long as semething wc^e 
being done he wae thereughly eatisfied and would leek forward to 
zeooiving the paper as soon as it is ready. 

2. I then inf om^ Mr. Joyce that a certain ntsaber of 
eeparato intoUigenoe dlaseminatioim based on indlvldiial reporta 
bearing on the present situation with respect to Albania and 
Tugeelav interest in Albania have been preparedf and that in order 
to permit the Department to get to work on the quoetion of further 
policy changes ve would make available to Mr. Barbour cepios of 
these papers. These papers would serve as a basis for suoh work 
as oan be done pending the receipt of the authoritiative doounent 
referred to above, 

3. Mr. Joyce expreseed 09 sq)lete satisfacrtlm with thia 
arrengweent and asked me to keep in clcMie touch with Mir. Barbour 
on the whole question, fie then stated that he would be away on 
leave until late in Septei^r and would sond Mr. Barbour a hriof 
Qoaerandum outlining the above understanding. 

4. Itr. Joyce then showed me the memorand\ra tdtioh had been 
to him by our Ibyohelogioal Warfare Staff omieeming propa- 
ganda linos to be followed In the event of certain hypothetioal 
eenditiens relating tc Albania, fie said that now he was ready to 
preooed with the matter and agreed fully with my view that in 
general it should be possible for the Departeient to furnish CIA 
with seneible axisvers to qumstions based cm certain logically 
possible hypothetioal conditions. The questions covermi in the 
memorandum from the Psyoholegioal Warfare Staff would be forwarded 
immediately, to Mr. fieurbour and others who are in a position to 
indicate what the overt propaganda lines, such as in the case of 
VOA, would be. He was sure that an answer would be fumiehed ae 
eoon as possible and asked us to keep In touch with Mr. Barbour 

on the matter. 
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
